employers, leading a life that slow- 
ly, surely, narrows and hardens and 
dwarfs. Here in this country town 
he earns plenty without being any 
man's slave, keeps bis old mot her 
in comfoit, and does not lack for 
friends and pleasures. 

Promptly, thai afternoon, as lie 
had promised, be came with 0U1 
trial load of coal from the newly 
sunk shaft just east of town. 

.Hut we did not know he was at 
the coal-house until he was ready 
to leave; then we started into the 
house to get money, wherewith to 

pay him, and returning, found 
that his lively team hail already 
carried him out of sight, - he evi- 
dently was not in any pressing need 
of money, and, as we ate an old 
customer, he did not slop for his 
pay, although he had to pay for the 
coal tit the mine, from his own 
pocket. 

Seeing him on the street :i day or 
two later, we asked airily: "You 
don't haul coal for money, do you?" 
" Yes!" he replied, not quite sure 
what we were going to say next, 
but when we reminded him that he 
be did not come to the house for 
his pay, he smiled and said, "I 
can get that another time," and 
drove on, and it was weeks before 
he did call, and then only aftei we 
had sent word thai, "if he did not 
call for his money, we'd spend it, 
sure," and later, meeting him in the 
pOSt-Offiee, told him the same thing 
personally. 

It all set us to musing on the 
difference between Tom's situation 
and that of the many, many mem- 
mbers of the deaf fraternity living 
in cities. Bright, well-educated 
men, and others not so well 
educated toil from morning till 
night in dingy, unwholesome work 
rooms, factories, printing-offices, 
and divers and sundry places, de- 
pendent upon employers for their 
wages, liable to lose their situations 
at almost tiny time, and with little 
time for rest, recreation or reading 
except on Sundays. 

Why do they not rather choose 
for their homes such places ami as 
this, have plenty of fresh air, be 
their own masters, without — work- 
ing nearly so bard, live comfortably, 
save ahead, and easily acquire 
property of their own? Why? 

Granted that this little town is a 
dull place, all the more time for 
reading at home, hunting, fishing, 
and visiting. There are towns not 
too far away for a pleasant drive 
thereto, ami if but two or three 
families of I be deaf live "within 
hail," no end of good times art- 
possible, even if they are clannish 
enough to care only for deal 
society. 

The average resident, in this 
little burg is owner of his home! 
living is remarkably cheap, as 
nearly every one has at least, a 
good-sized garden and some fruit, 
if not a cow, chickens and pigs; 
arc low and real state not 
high; such tradesmen as carpenters, 
painters, etc . seem always busy, 
and the man who follows no par- 
ticular trade is generally in demand 
for odd jobs of one kind or another, 

assisting farmers, for instance, 
while if be owes a team of In 

hi hardly fail to make a good 
living, as teamsters are kept busy 
hauling coal from the three or four 
coal-banks and the new mine; be- 
sides there are many other calls for 
teaming. 

There is one drayman hero, a 
young man with a small family, 
anil he is evidently quite prosperous, 

happy and contented. His predei 

■or laid by quite a neat sum tor 
his latter days before he finally 
sold out and retired to enjoy his 
well-earned rest. A quarter is the 
"per trip" for drayage here, 

be the load a single article of 
age, or a towering goods. 

Strang rs from larger places ex- 
press surprise ai having to pay only 
a quarter per load for having their 
furniture moved, but it is the in- 
violate rule of our drayman and he 
makes money, too.

other expense to meet, and if, for 
any reason, those hard earned wages 
stop Oh! then there is a tight 
(dace to squeeze through, and even 
when employment is steady, never 
may the man feel that ho is his own 
master, ho has a "boss." 

We may be ultra-independent, 
hut tci> like to sniff the air of 
perfect freedom,— to feel that what 
we have is our own, that we can 
come and go as we pl e a se , unspied 
upon, and that we are endangering 
out "living" when we just shut 
up I he house and go visiting, if we 
feel so inclined, to slay as long as 
we like. To our thinking, it is worth 
all the stutiy little- city flats ever 
built, to step out -doors and draw in 
deep breaths of the unsullied air of 
heaven, to see lawn and garden, 
orchard, field and meadow, at their 
best, to know that the roof that 
shelters us, the ground we tread, 
the growing about us, are ours, and 
that we are icsponsible to God 
alone for the way in which our 
time is spent. 

We know of many and many a 
struggling, care-aged deaf toiler in 
cities, who would be like another 
being in a place like this; healthier, 
wealthier, happier.
